8.0 305(E) —In pursuance of the Imports (Control) Order, 1955, as amended, 
central government hereby gives general permission to import into India from 
any country of the world except the Union of South Afnca/South West Africa/ 
Rhodesia and Tibet region of China, goods of the description specified in Annexures, 
I to IX of this order, subject to the following conditions - 

(1) Unless otherwise specified against the relevant item mentioned in the 
annexures to this licence, the importer is an actual user, duly registered 
with the DGTD or State Director of Industries or other sponsoring 
authorities concerned, as the case may be, requiring such items for 
use in iheir own industrial unit 

(ii) In the case of drug items, covered by Annexures IV and V of this licence, 
the requirements regarding possession of licence/permit under the 
Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940, if any, should be complied with before 
actual imports. 
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(ill) The actual user shall produce to the customs authorities, at the time of 
clearance, a declaration giving particulars of registration as an indus¬ 
trial unit with the concerned authorities and affirming that such 
registration has not been cancelled or withdrawn or otherwise made 
in-operative. In case separate registration number is not allotted by 
the sponsoring authorities concerned, the importer shall produce other 
evidence to the satisfaction of the customs authorities that the unit is 
registered as an industrial unit. 

(iv) In the case of goods of the description specified in Annexure I to IX 

to this licence, such goods have not been produced or manufactured 
in the Union of South Africa/South West Africa, Rhotffflsia and Tibet 
region of China 

(v) Such goods are shipped on through consignments to India on or before 

31st March, 1978, without any grace period, whatsoever. 

2. This licence is issued without prejudice to the application of any goods of 
any other prohibitions or regulations affecting the Imports, that may be in force 
at the time when such goods are imported
